3,519 Letcher residents 
get Social Security pay 


By the end of 1960, there were 
3,519 people in Letcher County 
who were receiving old-age, sur- 
vivors, and disability insurance 
benefits. Total benefits paid to 
these people for December, 1960 
was $164, 774. 

Mrs. Alma D, Knox, District 
Manager of the Hazard Social 
Security Office, said that this 
represents an increase of approx- 
imately 17% in the number of 
people receiving benefits over 
the same month in 1959, During 
the year 1960, approximately 
$1, 977, 288 was paid to Letcher 
Countians, 

The list below shows the 
number and monthly amount of 
each type of benefit being paid 
in Letcher County as of Dec- 
ember 381, 1960,--the date of 
the last available figures.

Two recent news stories, one about record coal 
tonnage in Western Kentucky and the other con- 
cerning depresses areas, graphically point to . the 
falseness of the hopes by some that booming coal 
industry could rescue Eastern Kentucky's economy, 

One of the news items revealed that contrary 
to the national tretid, total production of coal 
in the West Kentucky Coal field broke all records 
in 1960, and totaled more than 31 million tons, 
Hopkins county led the field with a record- 
smashing 11 million tons of coal produced. 

The other news story listed the Kentucky coun- 
ties which are classified as depressed areas, 

Hopkins county was on the list of depressed 
counties--even though its major industry, coal 
mining--obviously was and is booming as never 


before. . 
Every now and then we hear some of our leading 


state and federal officials, and coal mining lob- 


byists, say 
fields that couldn't be cured by new orders for 
coal, And we hear a lot of talk about 
markets and they promise they hold for 
er Kentucky. 

The sad truth, as demonstrated in Hopkins Coun- 
ty, is that the market for coal could double almost 
overnight with but slight effect upon oureconomy, 
Mechanization has destroyed forever the jobs of 
so many coal miners that about the only effect of 
a coal mining boom would be to put more ma- 
chines to work and provide longer hours for the 
machines now working. Relatively few new jobs 
would be created, 

Itis about time that everyone concerned bury 
onee and forall the idea that new coal markets 
will cure Eastern Kentucky's economic situation, 
That false hope only serves to blind those who

Ayer said it was time welfare 
workers gave up the idea that 
"it is tampering with a man's 
independence when we attempt 
to motivate him to become any- 
thing but a slouch.
